However, Cr den Dulk con- 
Siders that in the long run it 
would prove cheaper for the 
council: to operate the service 
and it would be more satis- 
factory to have the workmen 
operating this essential ser- 
vice directly answerable to the 
council, 


He said the near crisis in 
the sanitary service last Janu- 
ary highlighted complications 
that‘ can occur when contrac- 
tors operate essential services 
(the sanitary contractor defec- 
ted and council employees were 
hurridly recruited to assist the 
contractor's employees to carry 
On with the service until 
other atrangements were 
made), 


Cr den Dulk said a second 
collection each week is neces- 
sary. He said a look at the 
census figures will show how 
there are more people per 
house in Altona than in most 
other areas. More people, 
more garbage, he said, 

Being a member of the Fly 
Campaign Committee, Cr den 
Dulk, said he is very aware 
of the fiy problem and how 
garbage is one of its main 
breeding. grounds in the resi- 
Gential area. He said every- 
thing points to the need of a 
twice weekly service. 

He presented the report last 
Tuesday to give councillors 
time to consider his proposals 
before the next estimates are 
finalised, — 

Cr den Duik suggested the 
council should adopt the policy

The closed bags would ell-

However, he does not be- 
lieve the council should pay.

St. Paul’s College is situated on a 20-acre campus in 

| Altona North. The property was acquired by the parish 
priests of the region in 1960; the services of the Marianists 
(brothers and priests) were procured in 1963. 


Brother John McCluskey, head master 
and superior, came to Melbourne in 1964 
to supervise the construction of the school. 


He was followed in August of that- year by 
another Marianist; they lived and taught with the 
Marist Brothers, Preston and Brunswick, for several 
months, while the school and monastery at Altona 
were under construction, 


There are now six Marianists, four from the 
Province of the Pacific, with headquarters in Santa 
Cruz, California, and one each from the New York

De 
La Salle Brothers school in 
New York, and a graduate of 
Villanova University, Philadel- 
phia, Pennsylvania, an insti- 
tution conducted by’? the 
Augustinian Fathers. . | 


The new College consists of 
a school hall and tuckshop, 
a classroom building with 
eleven classrooms and a ,gen- 
eral science laboratory; | two 
of the unused rooms serve as 
a library for the present, There 
is an, administrative wing; with 
offices for the headmaster, 
dean, -and chaplain, as well 
as a treasurer’s office, | The 
monastery can accommodate 
thirteen Brothers, with 'com- 
mon facilities for twenty-five 
or more; additional sleeping 
rooms will be added in Phase 
Two of the project, 


The second stage at St, 
Paul’s will include a chapel for 
Brothers ahd students, a 
library, and additional class- 
rooms and science laborator- 
ies, aS well as an auditorium- 
gymnasium, The Common- 
wealth Government has, pro- 
vided @ grant of $19,000 for the 
existing science facilities; 
another amount of $20,000 is 
expected in 1967 for the second 
stage. 


285 boys are enrolled at St. 
Paul’s in Forms I and II, 
They come from the jseven 
parishes responsible for the 
school’s financing: Newport, 
Spotswood, Kingsville, Werri- 
hee, Williamstown, Altona, and 
Altona North, Father, Leo 
Curran, parish priest at| New- 
port, is chairman of the Board 
of Parish Priests; Father Phil- 
ip Smith, Spotswood, is secre- 
tary for the group. Father 
James Kierce is parish |priest 
of St, Leo the Great parish, 
Altona North, the most recent 
addition to the number, having 
been created just a year ago, 
Masses are offered in the 
school hall until the buildings 
for the new parish are com- 
pleted; there are four Masses 
each Sunday, all of them crow- 
ded a5 a result of the expan- 
sion of the housing in the 
rapidly growing area, Father 
Kierce resides with the Broth- 
ers, pending completion of his 
presbytery and church.

Eventual enrollment‘at St, 
Paul’s is expected to be 800; 
the school wili add one form 
each year until the matricula- 
tion standard is reached.

College would have been 
obliged to attend State Schools 
for secondary classes unless 
its facilities were provided, 


Assisting in the efforts of 
the parish priests pnd the 
Marianists are the members 
of an active and enthusiastic 
Parents and Friends Assoc. 
iation, headed by Mr. Clarence 
Bravo, Sacred Heart Parish, 
Newport. 


St. Paul’s is another project 
assisted and encouraged by 
the Schools Provident Fund of 
the Melbourne Archdiocese, 


The Marianists, administra- 
tors of the new regional 
school, are a worldwide order 
of teachers, with headquarters 
in Rome, Heading the Society 
at present is Father Paul 
Hoffer, superior general, He 
attended all the sessions of 
Vatican II as one of the Coun- 
cil Fathers; he is an education 
specialist and the only direct 
papal appointee to the Coun- 
cil’s Commission on Christian 
Education, a commission com- 
posed mainly of bishops 
from various parts of the 
world, 


Marianists staf¥ universities 
and colleges throughont the 
world, with thirteen provinces 
on all continents, There is a 
province of Japan, for instance, 
with about 250 native Marian- 
ists, Almost haif the member- 
ship is American, with four 
provinces; all four have agreed 
to staff the Altona college, 
Father Bertrand Clemens is 
the provincial of the Province 
of the Pacific; he hopes to 
visit the Brothers in Austra- 
lia this coming September, 
Preparations for a (reneral 
Chapter to be held in Fribourg 
Switzerland, at the Marianist 
International Seminary, this 
July made it impossible for 
him to assist at the opening 
of St, Paul’s, 


Father William Joseph 
Chaminade founded the Mar- 
ianists in 1817 at Bordeaux, 


France, The cause of the 
Founder is progressing af 
Rome, He died in 1850, the 


year after the first Marianists 
went to the United States 
(Dayton, Ohio). 


Father Leonard Fee, then. 
provincal of the Pacific Pro- 
vince came to Australia twice 
in preparation for the first 
Marianist establishment in 
Australia—1960 and 1953, Ear. 
ly in 1964 he was stricken 
by a circulatory ailment; he 
has recovered partially and is 
able to carry on his sninistry 
in a limited way. He made the 
arrangements with Archbishop 
Mannix in 1963 for the staff- 
ing of St. Paul’s, The name 
was chosen at that time to

Mr. Gallagher, Footscray 
Electrical Engineer, advises 
that it has heen decided to 
instal lighting of a temporary 
nature such as clusters of 200 
watt globes or spotlights and 
they will be erected within two 
months.
